This latest outbreak centers

Navy version of the TFX — tac« 
tical fighter experimental — 
now known as the F111B. 


As a weapons system — air- 


craft wedded to missile — the 
program Is 12 to 18 months be- 
hind schedule. 


The first three prototypes 


were so badly overweight they 
were useless for carrier opera- 
tions. 


Further, the research and de- 


velopment costs for the weapons 
system are soaring although 
this 
is 
not uncommon 
In 


projects involving new weapon- 
ry. 


Th Fill — and there are two 


versions to date — may not turn 
out to be the all-weather, all- 
purpose air superiority aircraft 
originally envisioned by McNa- 
mara. 


The Marine Corps already has 


told Congress it does not Intend 
to buy the Fill in either the Air 
Force or 
Navy versions for 


close air support of troops. 


There have been published 


reports out of Washington indi- 
cating that the Senate Inves- 
tigations subcommittee, headed 
by Sen. John L. McClellan, D- 
Ark., may reopen its still uncon- 
eluded hearings. 


In 1963 the McClellan subcom- 


mittee heard testimony cover- 
Ing over 2,700 pages and collect- 
ed in 10 volumes, but it never 
issued a finding. 


To date the controversy over 


the F111B has swirled around 
the first three prototypes. 


A sllmmed-down fourth proto- 


type, identified as No. 4 F111B, 
was rolled off the assembly line 
in July and its builders contend 
it will meet the Navy's opera- 
ting requirements although It, 
too, is still somewhat over- 
weight. The No.' 4 has b e e n 
flown for 80 minutes. 


A Navy decision of whether to 


buy the F111B is not expected 
until December after full evalu- 
ation of a fifth prototype, whioh 
is 
due for 
production this 


month. 


Secretary of the Navy Paul 


Nitze said on July 27 that the 
F111B was a weapons system 
"we must make work." 


The 
controversy over the 


TFX , or Fill began in 1962 
when McNamara overrode tne 
recommendations of a 235-man 
panel of aircraft experts four 
times. 


The panel had recommended 


acceptance of a design submit" 
ted by the Boeing Co., of Seat- 
tie. 


McNamara selected the Gen- 


eral Dynamics design on the 
grounds that It offered the best 
chance of producing an aircraft 
with a high degree of what he 
called "commonality;" that is, 
identical parts. 


The defense chief character- 


ized the Boeing cost estimates 
as unrealistic although Boeing 
had been working on a design 
for a variable sweep-wing air- 
craft, such as the TFX, since 
1959. 


In the original competition 


Boeing proposed to build 23 re- 
search 
and development air- 


craft for $466 million. General 
Dynamics' proposal was $543 


McNamara told the McClellan 


hearing the purchase of a single 
warplane for use by the Air 
Force, Navy and Marines would 
save a least $1 billion. 


Subsequently, when the sub- 


committee 
asked 
the 
then 


Comptroller 
General Joseph 


Campbell to check McNamara's 
savings claim, Campbell report- 
ed he could find no figures and 
quoted 
McNamara as saying 


"he had made rough judgments 
of the kind he had made for 
many years with the Ford Mo. 
tor Co." McNamara is a former 
Ford president. 


During the course of the hear- 


ings 
there 
were 
assorted 


charges of favoritism, conflict 
of interest and lack of Defense 
Department 
cooperation, but 


McNamara refused to budge. 


At the time of the contract 


award, there was congressional 
testimony that to buy 1,704 TFX 
warplanes with spare parts and 
spare engines would cost around 
$7.8 billion. 


As matters now stand, Rear 


Adm. W. E. Sweeney told a 
House Appropriations subcorn. 
mlttee last 
March the Navy 


F111B research program was 
running about 30 per cent higher 
than estimated. 


Further, Sweeney said, over. 


all research, development and 
engineering costs had climbed 
from $84 million to around $210 
million.

race this year, 18 companies 
already had made more than 
$100 million each. 


With the few exceptions, most 


of the companies are setting a 
faster earnings pace this year 
than a' the same time In 1965. 
This was also true of the major« 
ity of corporations, those who 
make more modest profits, 


The after-tax earnings of 1,316 


nonflnancial corporations tabu- 
lated by the First National City 
Bank, New York, totaled $13.3 
billion, or 12 per cent more than 
in the 1965 first half. Year-to- 
year gains were reported by 83 
per cent of the companies. Their 
second quarter profits this year 
came to $6.9 billion, up 8 per 
cent from the March quarter 
and 12 per cent above the like 
1965 period. 


Manufacturing 
companies 


showed a 11 per cent gain In the 
first half of 1966 over the year 
earlier figures. Railroads were 
up 30 per cent. Electric and gas 
utilities were up 6 per cent and 
telephone and telegraph compa- 
nies 12 per cent." 


But It is the biggest money 


earners that produce the really 
flashy figures at the 
halfway 


point in 1966. 


As complied by The Associat-

Our g u e s s is that most 


players would succeed in be- 
ing set at today's three no- 
trump contract. They would 
play a low diamond from dum- 
my at trick one. East would 
win with the queen and re- 
turn the suit and eventually 
declarer would lose four dia- 
monds and either a club or a 
heart. There would probably 
be a few c o m m e n t s about 
finesses not working and the 
next hand would be dealt. 


An expert would go right 


up with dummy's ace of dia- 
monds. Then he would lose 
the heart finesse but no harm 
would be done. The diamond 
suit would be blocked and ex- 
pert South would make his 
contract with three spades, 
three hearts, and one diamond 
and two clubs. 


This is such an important 


case of an exception to the 
rule of second hand low that 
it is w o r t h analyzing thor- 
oughly. To start with, South 
only fears a five-two or six- 
one diamond break. Assum- 
ing a fourth best lead, East 
has only one diamond higher 
than the six. 


It must be either the king, 


queen, ten or eight. It is not 
the eight. West would not 
open the six from a suit head- 
ed by king-queen-ten. Thus 
it is one of the three higher 
cards. 


If it is the king or queen 


the play of the ace will lead 
to a block of the diamond suit 
while the ordinary p l a y of 
second hand low will permit 
West to establish the suit 
right away. 


If it is the ten, the ace play 


will lose, while the duck will 
be really successful. 


Thus, the ace play is not a 


sure thing. It is only a two to 
one favorite but those odds 
are good enough.

The Southwest Arkansas Water District handling the sale and dis- 


tribution of water from Millwood Dam to the Nekoosa Edwards paper 
mill at Ashdown, municipal water for Foreman and possibly Texar- 
kana, on the west side of the river, and the Champion Paper Com- 
pany, in McNab-Fulton area, municipal water to Hope, Lewisville, Mag- 
nolia and other cities on the east side of the river, have made an ap- 
plication to the Economic Development Administration for a grant of 
$4,800,000.00 and loan of $4,800,000.00 with an interest rate of 
3.75 per cent. 


There have been meetings and a good deal of hours and thous- 


ands of dollars spent in perfecting this application because it will 
permit reduction in the cost of water to not only the paper mills but 
also the cities involved of approximately 50 per cent over the cost 
of the same water financed through the sale of revenue bonds. 


This means that it can make the difference in the expansion of 


the Nekoosa Edwards mill and the location and expansion of a paper 
mill at the Fulton -McNab area. Furthermore, it would certainly make 
thedifference between the feasibility of the purchase of municipal 
water for all of the towns involved. 


In other words, the outcome of this loan and grant can put the 


area of Little River County and Hempstead County, with the other 
counties in the Water District, in the most favorable position for not 
only the anticipated use of the water, but the future use and sale of 
the water. 


The status of the loan and grant at this time is, according to our 


understanding, that it has been approved by the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration and is now in the office of the Secretary of 
Commerce. 


Loans and grants of such a large amount requires the approval of 


the Secretary of Commerce. As only $14,000,000.00 is allocated each 
month in the entire 50 states of the United States, our application 
for $9,600,000.— represents about 70 per cent of the total amount 
of money allocated to the entire United States in one month. 


Naturally the White House will be very cautious as to whether 


they approve or disapprove this high percentage of a total months 
grant under the Economic Development Administration program.

The members of our congressional delegation, headed by Senator 


John L McClellan, are doing all they can to push through approval of 
this loan and grant at the earliest possible date. 


Since Nekoosa Edwards' plant in Little River County is progress- 


ing at a rapid rate and bids are scheduled to be let on the water dis- 
trict's distribution system on the west side of the river by Novem- 
ber 1st, it is imperative that the water district know the source 
of its money for financing not only this part of the distribution sy- 
stem but the entire water distribution system. 


If this loan and grant is not approved by the November 1st dead- 


line, then .either the Nekoosa Edwards plant will have to delay their 
construction schedule or revenue bonds will have to be sold for the 
west side of the river distribution system. 


In this event it would probably have to be a new application filed 


with the Economic Development Administration for the distribution 
system to the east side of the river and whatever paper mill that 
was located and built on the Fulton-McNab site. Therefore it is extre- 
mely important that this project be approved in its present status for 
both sides of the river. 


The decision for the approval or rejection of this loan and grant by the 


White House would definitely be affected by the favorable or unfav- 
orable political situation in the state of Arkansas. 


Since all of our congressional delegation have been re-elected in 


the Democratic primaries by overwhelming majorities, and the only 
seat to be filled is in the Fourth Congressional District, which will be 
determined by August 9th, leaving only the race for Governor of Ar- 
kansas that can materially affect this political atmosphere in the State 
of Arkansas. 


The twenty years of hard workandthousands of dollars spent by 


individuals and thousands of hours both dedicated to the industrial 
development in this area due to Millwood water, as well as the Mill- 
wood water being made available to municipalities at an attractive 
price, hangs in the balance today, with the future of this area and the 
realization of the plans and dreams of thousands of citizens. 


A setback at this time would materially affect the outcome of this 


industrial development. A committee representing the Southwest Ar- 
kansas Water District is going to Washington, D.C. to meet with Sen- 
ator McClellan between August 15th and August 20th. 


Senator McClellan will be expected to direct this committee and 


attempt to get the approval of this loan and grant by the White House. 
It is a most crucial trip and the foregoing is self-explanatory as to 
the importance of it. 


It is sincerely hoped that this trip will not be condemned to fail- 


ure before it is made by an unfavorable Political Atmosphere in Ar- 
kansas because any excuse that could be used to reject or delay the 
approval of this loan and grant, with loans and grants being made in 
other states, could delay our industrial development for years to come. 


Don't turn back the clock on 20 years of hard work. We have Mill- 


wood Dam. Lets continue to work and develop its industrial waters 
to the full extent, which will mean hundreds of jobs for Hope, Hemp- 
stead County and Southwest Arkansas citizens, and contribute to the 
future of our own young men and women. Let's preserve our pride, our 
progress and prosperity. 


The foregoing is why, we the Frank Holt for Governor Committee of 


Hempstead County, believe the choice is clear in the election Tuesday.
